DRUNKEN ROW. 
~ENOS IN DEATH 


Will P, Tidwell Stabbed to Death 
by bd Morgan a Negro 


Morgan Saw Tidwell at His Home 
and Stabbed Him in the Heart. 
The Coroner Will Fully In- 
vestigate the Affair 
Today. 


William P. Tidwell, a clerk for R. E. 
Campbell, 16] Peters street, was stabbed 
to death last night about 11 o’clock by 
Ed Morgan, a negro who works at the 
Morris planing mill. 

The killing occurred at the home of the 
negro, No. 40 Morris street, where Tid- 
well had gone while under the influence 
of liquor. 

Tidwell was stabbed once, the knife 
blade entering the heart. His dead body 
was found by the police lying out in the 
middie of the street. 

In the house there was blood every- 
where, but it did not come from the 
wound made by the murderer's knife. 
After he had followed the white man into 


' the street and pluged a pocket-knife into 


his heart, Morgan returned to the house 
and tried to murder his wife, Annie Mor- 
gan. : 

Alonzo Kimball, who is the husband of 
Morgan’s wife’s sister, took a hand in 
the row and fried to kill Morgan because 
the latter wanted to surrender to the 
police. Then the fight occurred which 
stained the floor and walls of the house 
with blood. 

While the two negroes were engaged 
in a fierce struggle, both using knives, 
the dead white man lay out itn the street 
on his back, with his arms outstretched 
and his face turned up to the sky. 

A Disgraceful Tragedy. 

The affair was one of the bloodiest and 
most disgraceful tragedies that ever oc- 
curred in the city. 

Annie Morgan, the only eyewitness, 
tells one story and Ed Morgan tells anoth- 
er. Kimba].: was too drunk to tell any- 


thing. Other withesses corroborate the | 


account givén by -Afiife Wrorean: 

The murder was first known to the fio- 
lice when a woman went after Patrolman 
Mercer. The police barracks was. noti- 
fied and Chief Ball and Captain Thomp- 
son hurried to the scene in vehicles. 

Patrolman Mercer found the dead man 
in the street, and Ed Morgan was lean- 
ing against the front of the house drunk 
and weak from the loss of blood. 

Chief Ball and Captain Thompson took 
charge when they arrived and notified 
the coroner, who had the dead body of 
Tidwell removed to an_ undertaker’s, 
where an inquest will be held today, 

Tidwell’s coat, hat and shoes wes 
found in.the negro house. 

Eyewitness Tells of Murder. 

Annie Morgan made the following state- 
ment after her arrest: 

“I had been on Peters street and was 
going home about half past 10 o’clock 


when I was overtaken by Mr. Will Tid- 


well at the corner of Whitehall and Hum- 
phries streets. He was very drunk and 
fcllowed me home. He went into my room 
when he rea¢hed there. My husband, Ed 
Morgan, from whom I separated last Sat- 
urday, knocked on the door. Mr. Tid- 
well ran out and I heard Ed following 
him. I never saw the killing. Ed came 
back to the house and began to beat me. 
saying that he was going to murder 
me, too. I ran out and hid in the yard. 
Ed said he wanted to give up to the po- 
lice and Buster, that is Alonzo Kimball, 
got mad and he went to beating Kd. 
They fought’ like wildcats and that is 
how all that blood got in the house.” 

Eliza Grimmett, Annie's mother, tells 
the same story. 

What the Negro Says. 
Ed Morgan's statement was as follows: 
“7 found the white man with my wife

| Oregon Citizens Inflict Speedy 


Vengeance on Assailant of 
~ White Woman, 


Marshfield, Oreg., September 18 —Alon- 
zo Tucker, colored, who assaulted Mrs. 
Dennis near Libbey yesterday, was 
lynched today. A body of coal miners, 
heavily armed, marched into town last 
evening. 

The marshal, who had Tucker in cus- 
tody, attempted to take him from the 
jail just as the miners entered, and a 
rush was made for the negro. He man- 
aged to give his custodian the slip and 
jumped under the wharf into the mud 
flats, and eluded both officers and mob 
until today. The minerg stationed armed 
guards at every point of egress from 
the city... The patrol was kept up all 
night, and at one time there was loud 
talk of lynching the officers who at- 
lowed Tucker to escape. 

Every corner of the town was searched 
and finally two boys located the fugitive 


under a stare. The boys fired at him 
with air guns and drove him from his 
hiding place. As he emerged a 
from a rifle caught him in the right leg. 
Tucker ran into the store and was 
followed by the mijners, who started 
to string him up in the store, but they 
decided to take him to the scene of the 
crime. A start was made, but the negro 
died from his wounds and the mob 
hanged him to a beam on the 
Marshfield bridge. There was not 
masked man in the crowd, and every- 
thing was done in broad daylight.

Strachan is a member of the New York 
Athletic Club, and on Sunday, in com- 
pany with many others, he attired him- 
self &8 an Indian and attended the an- 
nual handshake of the Indians. After 
the celebration was over, tHe broker re- 
turned to the. Pelham Manor railroad 
station to take the night train for New 
York. The train was pulling out when 
he reached the station, and in his anxiety 
to get eboard he ran after it and grabbed 
the hand rails of the rear car. The train 
vas movirg too fast for him, and he was 
dragged along and then thrown on the 
track. 

The policeman and Mr. Day, who saw 
him fall, ran to his assistance, supposing 
he was killed. They were surprised upon 
reaching the prostrate man to see him 
spring up and level a big revolver at 
them. The broker declared to the officer 
and the artist that they were robbers, and 


he would kill them. Then the broker pro- 
ceeded to march them toward the New 
York Athletic Club. When the  eclub 
gatés at Travers island wére reached the 
broker faced the captives and covering 
them sald:

THES PLUNGE 
INTO A SWITCH 


Forly-Four jue and Two 
Killed in Wieck in

Chillicothe, Ohio, September 18.—No. 2, 
the Royal Blue fiyer on the Baltimore an 
Ohto Southwestern, was wrecked at Lees- 
burg, near here, at 8 o’clock tonight, the 
train running into an open switch while 
going at’the rate of 50 miles an hour. 
To add to the disaster, the boiier on the 
engine exploded, and the engineer, Philip 
Roe, and Fireman Charles Studer, both 
of this city, were killed outright. Every 
coach on the train left the track, but ad- 
vices from the scene of the wreck are 
that ncne of the passengers were serious- 
ly injured. i 

General Manager I. G. Rawn was. in 
his private car on the rear of the train 
and .he superintended taking care of the 
many who are more or less hurt. He or- 
dered the injured brought to the War- 
ner house in this city. He asked room 
for forty-four persons injured. Their 
names cannot be obtained, as all is con- 
fusion. The train consisted of eight 
coaches and was pac*md with people who 
were returning home from the Cincin- 
nati fall festival. The train in leaving 
the track knocked down several tele- 
graph. poles, destroying communiaction. 

No explanation can be given of the 
wreck. It was first thougat that a 
freight crew had left tne switch open, 
but there was no train on the siding at 
the time. The siding is a very small one 
and the engine while going at a high rate 
of speed easily jumped the track. Peo- 
ple from here on the train report that 
it is one of the worst wrecks that ever 
occurred on the road, as all coavhes are 
more or less upset. The postal and bag- 
gage cars were heaped on top of the en- 
gine tank and it will take many hours to 
clear the wreckage.

He came home, 
however, and she wanted to go home, 
but on account of a downpour of rain he 
refused to let her go out. . 

A quarrel ensued, a pistol shot rang out 
and her body fell Itmp to the floor, the 
shot striking in the center of the breast 
and coming out of her back.

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HER NUDE BODY 
CAST IN CANAL 


Mrs, Pulitzer Killed, Corpse 
Weighted and Thrown 
Into Canal, 


New York, September 18.—The nude 
body of a young woman was found to- 
day in the Morris canal, between New- 
ark and Jersey City, and was tonight 
identified by Joseph Pulitzer, of 106 West 
Forty-sixth street, Manhattan, as tnat of 
his wife, Annie,. who had been missing 
since Tuesday. The discovery of the body 
was made by the driver of an express 
wagon passing along the plank road on 
the bank of the canal on’ the Meadows. 
An attempt had been made to sink it with 
a twenty pound iron weight attached to 
a long hitching strap, the other end of 
which was tied arourfd the woman's 
waist. A long stab wound was found in 
the abdomen and a later examination by 
County Physician Converse. revealed the 
fact that the woman's skull was frac- 
tured. 

Dr. Converse thought that probably two 
days had elapsed since the killing, but 
that the body had been in the water 
only a few hours 

The body was removed to Jersey City 
and Chief of Police Murphy put all hig 
available detectives _on the case. 

Pulitzer and his wife lived at the ad- 
dress given in a boarding housa kept by 
Mrs. Fleming. Mrs. Fleming said today 
that the couple had been witn her for 
about a‘ month, and ‘that the- hisband 
was a journeyman tailor. On Tuesday 
evening Mrs. Fleming said that Pulitzer 
complained of feeling ill, and that his 
wife went out about midnight, saying that 
she would get him some fruit: Mrs. 
Fleming said that she did not see Pulitzer 
again until] this morning, when he told 
her that his wife was missing, and that 
h¢ been telephoning to her relatives 
in the hope of finding some trace of her. 


+This afternoon he went to police head- 


quarters and gave a description of the 
missing woman, ut did not: ask to have 
a general alarm sent out. He returned 
home for dinner. When he was shown 
an evening paper containigg an account 
of the finding of the body, and on reading 
the description, which tallied with that 
of his wife, ne hurried to Jersey City, 
where he at once identified the body. 

After the identification Pulitzer wag 
detained by Chief Murphy, who telephoned 
to police headquarters in this city that 
he regarded the case as ‘‘very suspicious,”’ 
and requested the cooperation of the 
detective bureau. In ‘responce Captain 
Titus sent detectives to the house and 
searched the room occupied by the cou- 
ple. They declined to state what. was 
revealed by their search.

GEORGIA’S DELEGATION 
DOING BETTER THAN OTHERS 


Several of the Men on Whom Chair- 
man Griggs Relied Are Ill and 
Will Not Be Able To Take 
Part in the Cam- 


paign. 


Washington, September 18.—(Special.)— 
Representative Griggs, chairman of the 
demociatic congressional campaign com- 
mittee, has been disappointed in his plans 
for getting a large number of leading 
democrats to make campaign tours in the 
close ¢ongressional districts. 

Several of the men on whom he had ré- 
iied are ill, and cannot go on the stump 
at-all. Others wo hdd been expected to 
speak in several states have found that 
political conditions in their own states 
and districts are such as to make it ad- 
visable for them to remain at home. 

Representative Richardson, of Tennes- 
see, is one of those who will probably 
be kept out of tHe entire campaign by ill 
health, and Representative Underwood, 
of Alabama, is another who is now too 
ill to take the stump. Representative 
Champ Clark, of Missouri, has lecture 
engagements which will interfere with 
his speaking. Senator Culberson, who 
had expected to be on the stump in sev- 
€ral states, is kept at Magnolia, Miss., 
by thé illress of his wife. 

Representative Dearmond, of Missouri. 
is in demand all over the country, but 
the democratic committee of Missouri in- 
sists that he shall not leave that state 
during the campaign. Representatives 
Kitchin and Pou, of North Carolina, 
mede speeches in Maine, but neither may 
be heard in other states. Mr. Kitchin, it 
is understood, thinks it is advisable for 
him to put in most of his time in his own 
district. Thus far Chairman Griggs has 
not been able to get ‘an unconditional 
promise of oratorical assistance from a 
single one of the Virginia congressional 
delegation. Senator Daniel is not in goo 
health, and Senatcr Martin has legal 
business which is. occupying all of his 
time. The representatives give various 
excuses. Governor Montague, however, 
will make speéches in Indiana. 

Georgia's delegation is doing better than 
many others.

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BOXERS ONCE MORE HOWE ~ 


FOR LIVES OF CHRISTIANS 


Minister Conger Reports That the Fanatics Threaten 
To Piunge the Chinese Empire Into Anarchy. 
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HON EDWIN CONGER, 
United States Minister to China. 
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Washington, September 18.—China is on 
the verge of another boxer uprising, 
which may equal that of 1900, according 
to mail advices received at the state -de- 
partment from Minister Conger, dated 
last month. The troubles appear to arise 
principally from extortionate taxation 
combined with resentment against the 
presence of missionaries. 

Mr. Conger's first advice is gated Au- 
gust 6 from Pekin, and he reports seriotis 
dntiforeign riots near Chen Tuy in ghe 
province of Sze Chuan, in which a num- 
ber of native Christians had been mas- 
sacred and chapels destroyed. Mr. Con- 
ger appeared to have acted with energy 
upon telegraphic complaints from Dr. 
Canright, an American medical mission- 
ary at Chen Tu, not only addressing the 
Chinese foreign office by letter, but call- 
ing there in person to impress upon the 
officials the importance of an immediate 
and effective action and finally succeed- 
ing in causing the removal of the local 
Chinese officials who had failed to re- 
press the riots and preserve life and 
property. 

Ten Christians Killed. 

Mr. Conger encloses with his report the 
communications that 
himself, Dr. Canright and the foreign 
office. Under date of June 20 from Chen 
Tu, Dr. Canright telegraphed: 

“Sze Chuan repeating nineteen hun- 
dred. Chapel burned, ten Christians 
killed. Boxers multipying four months. 
Officias taxed.’’ 

Mr. Conger immediately telégraphed Dr. 
Canright. to demand adequate protec- 
tion for missionaries and the native 


Christians from the local officials. He 
also addressed a note to Prince Ching, 
at the foreign office, stating that there 
were several American missionaries and 
many chapels and converts in Sze Chuan, 
and that it was necessary that imme- 
diate provision be taken to stamp out 
these troubles at their very inception.

In his answer Prince Ching entiosed a 
ccpy of an imperial edict saying: 

“Such fierce and lawless outbreaks 
should certainly be quitkly put down.

«. Boxers Axe Captured. 

Abother dispatek from the foreign of- 
fice to Mr, Covtgér, dated. July 3, states 
that the viceroy reported that the mis- 
sictiary killed was a Chinese, and that 
quite a lumber of leading boxers had 
been captered and punished and a sharp 
lookout was being kept for those still at 
large. ’ 

Mr. Conger again had occasion to ad- 
dress the toreign office on July 30, in- 
forming them that Dr. Canright had 
again reported that robberies and mas- 
gsacres were o¢ecurring daily; that all 
wére in great danger and that he had de- 
maénded proteetionwsin vain. The min- 
ister urged the fdreign Office to take 
more effective -megsutes “In order to 
avoid the fearful respous! sibility of @ fur- 
ther loss of life and property.” The 
foreign office replied: that several edicts 
had been issued directing the viceroy to 
suppress the troubles. «: 

A letter of later date from Minister 
Conger tarnsmits two imperial edicts, 
ordering several chahges arfiong pro- 
vihelal officials as a result of the dis- 
turbances. The most important of the 
changés, Minister Conger states, is the 
removal of Kwei-Chun as viceroy of Sze 
Chuan province because of his failure to 
suppress the recent serious disturbances 


in the territory ynder his jutisdiction. 


Throne Acts. 

Pekin, September 18.—The throne has 
strongly commanded the officials of Sze 
Chuan to suppress the rebellion in that 

rovince. 
"The boxer attack on Cheng Tu Fu, 
capital of Sze Chuan province, in which 
50,000 moxerg made ineffectual attempts 
to take the city, began Septemiber 15. 
When the rebels endeavored to enter the 
city, a conflict enstuud. The attackers 
were driven back and the gates of the 
city were closed and guarded by troops. 
Soldiers quelled the disorder within the 
city. Fourteen boxer leaders and sev- 
eral other rebels were executed. A new 
viceroy and new military officials are 
now on their way to Cheng Tu Fu to 
asgume charge there. 

The United States minister to China, 
Mr. Conger, and the French minister are 
urging the throne to further prompt ac- 
tion toward sweduing the insurrection. 

Indemnity for Boxer Outrages. 

Boston, September 18.—The officers of 
the American board of foreign missions 
announced today the receipt of $57,933, 
through ‘the state department at Wash- 
ington. The amount is ® per 
cent of the award made to the board 
by the commission now in session in China 
for losses on mission property in the 
boxer outrage of 1980. This money is said 
to come very opportunely to reimburse 
the treasury for sums already expended 
in rebuilding in north China and alae to 
meet other urgent calls of the same sort. 
The award for the personal losses of 
missionaries has not yet been made, but 
will soon be forwarded from Pekin to

Genera of Augustinians Will Re- | 


place the Spanish Friars 


Important Step Taken Toward Solu- 
tion of the Religious Troubles 
in the Islands—General 
Says That Friars Have 
Been Maligned. 


Philadelphia, September 18.—An impore 
tant step toward the solution of the 
troubles in the Philippine islands caused 
the presence of the Spanish friars 
there was taken today at Villnaova col- 
lege, when the Most Rev. Thomas Rod- 
riquez, O. S. A.,.of Rome, prior general 
of the Augustinian Order throughout the 
World, announced that Rev. Daniel 
O'Mahony, of Andover, Mass., and Rev. 
J. E. McErlaine, of Villanova, had been 
ordered to the Philippines as pioneers In 
the movement of American priests to 
those islands to succeed the Spaniards. 
The two priests will leave for Manila 
within the next two weeks and will bea 
followed in a short time, {tis believed, 
by s@veral other American Augustinians. 
Both clergymen chosen are distingulsh- 
éd and able members of the order. They 
were selected from among about a dozen 
volunteers who offered their services to 
the prior general in case he’ needed 
American Augustinians for the Philip- 
pines. Many of the Spanish friars in 
the Philippines belong to the order. 

“We go there to carry out the pro- 
gramme which has been decided on by 
the prior general,” said Mr. O’ Mahony. 
“We are fully cognizant of the work 
done by the friars of our and other or- 
ders in the Philippines, and go to them 
as brothers working in the same cause. 
We have no idea how long we will re- 
main or how many American Augustin- 
fans will be sént to the islands.’’ 

The announcement was made during the 
celebration of the feast of St. Thomas, 
patron of Villanova, which was observed 
with impressive exercises. 

At 8 p. m. high mass was celebrated 
by Prior General Rodriquez and at 11 
o'clock a reception was tendered to the 
distinguished Augustinian, who has been 
in this country a little more than a 
month. The American provincial, Rev. 
Martin J. Geragty, delivered an address 
of welcome to the prior general on be- 
half of the Ametican province, which 
takes in all the communities of the order 
in the United States. An address was 
also made by Rev. Dr. EL A. Delury, 
president of Villanova. All the addresses 
were delivered in Latin. The prior gen- 
eral in replying to the welcome, among 
Other things said: 

“Throughout all time the governments 
of the world have appealed to the sov- 
ereign pontiff as a peacemaker. The 
American government has appealed to 
him, and rightly so, to settle the trou- 
bles-in the Philippines. We-have no 
fear of the outcome. Prejudice and cant 
must be put aside and the facts only 
considered. God fearing men will do 
right and justice. 

“Unfortunately nearly all the state- 
ments furnished from abroad to the 
American press on the friar question are 
filled with calumny and mendacity in re- 
gard to the friars in the island. We do 
not blame the Philippine commission for 
any of the opinions that body holds, for 


we know the information furnished to ‘

Panama, September 18.—The report 
which has been current lately that Co- 
lombia intended to declare war upon 
Nicaragua because of the help President 
Zelaya is alleged to have given the Co- 
lombian revolutionists is discrec§ted and 
contradicted by Colombian officials here. 

Referring to the alleged attitude of 
Nicaragua with regard to Colombia's in- 
ternal strife government officials here said 
today that they consider President Zela- 
ya’s reported interference in Colombia's 
revolution as a dangerous policy for him 
to pursue, but that they did not blame 
Nicaragua for the faults of its president, 
whose conduct, they declared, was disap- 
proved by -all sensible persons in his 
ccuntry. 

“It is believed,’’ said one of these of- 
ficials, ‘‘that the Nicaragua canal syndi- 
cate has had much to do with the help 
' General Herrera has received from Nica- 
‘Tagua, the syndicate’s idea being, of 
course, that the prolongation of the state 
of war in Colombia would make impos: 
sible the completion of the Panama 
canal,’’ 

The Panama officials declared that the 
Colombian government had no intention 
of fighting Nicaragua; that Colombia, as 
econ as her present revolution ended, de- 
sired a period of rest from warfare.

FROM REGIONS OF ETERNAL ICE-- 
PEARY AND BRAVE WIFE RE TURN 
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EXPLORER R. E. PEARY. 
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Pole Was Not Reached, Al- 
though Exploring Party Pushed 
Far to the Noth 


North Sydney, C. B., September 18.— 
Lieutenant Robert E. Peary arrived here 
today on the steamer Windward from the 
frozen north. He did not discover the 
north pole during his trip of four years, 
but he says that in his last dash 
with that object in view he made impor- 
tant discoveries. He says he feels certain 
that the pole can be reached and further- 
more that if he was a man of independent 
means he would persevere until he Suc- 
ceeded. 

The most northerly point reached was 
84 degrees, 17 minutes, in latitude north~ 
west of Cape Hecla. Lieutenant Peary 
says that the pole can be reached from 
Franz Josefland, and from Grantland 
in latitude 83 degrees, if the winter quar- 
ters are established as far north as pos- 
sible. He says that he would just as soon 
winter at Cape Hecla at as Sabina or 
Etah. 

The citizens of Sydney gave Lieutenant 
Peary a public reception in Alexandra 
hall tonight. Mayor Crow presided and 
presented to Lieutenant Peary an elo- 
quent address commendatory of his work, 
to which the explorer made a brief but 
effectiv eresponse. “God Save the King”’ 
and “‘America’’ were sung by the audience, 
after which many of tnose present were 
presented to Lieutenant Peary, 

Lieutenant Peary has received an invi- 
tation from the Scottish Geographical 
Society to visit Edinburgh and receive a 
gold medal, its highest honor. He also 
has been elected an honorary fellow of 
the National Geographical Society, whose 
headquarters is at Washington, D. C.

Mrs. Peary and her daughter, who had 
gone with the Windward to meet him, 
looked well, although the former is just 
recovering from an illness.

As far as can be learned the difference 
between him@and Lieutenant Peary has 
not been patched up. Dr. Diedrick de- 
clined to say anything further at pres- 
ent than that the difficulty between him 
and Lieutenant Peary had not been set- 
tled. 

Lieutenant Peary recovered = and 
brought back the instruments and, li- 
brary abandoned by the Greely expedi- 
tion. He also brought numerous and 
rare specimens of natural history. Lieu- 
tenant Peary sent to the Arctic Club 
the following report of the operations of 
the expedition since August 1, 1901: 

“Left at Erik harbor, on the Elles- 
mere coast, August 29. The party 
reached -Payer tharbor September  [6, 
crossing Roose bay partly by sledge and 
rartly by boat, then waiking across Bed- 
ford Pim sound. About a week later my 
Eskimos began to fall sick, not one es- 
caping. By November 19 six adults and 
one child were dead. Nearly all the 
others very weak, but out of danger. 


The March Normhward. 

“Early in January ESs:i.fmqs came 
across from Anvilak, bringing news of 
the ravages of a fatal epidemic through 
the tribe. Word was sent back by these 
scouts for as many of the survivors as 
could to come, and by the end of the 
month they began arriving. In Feb- 
ruary a large depot of dog food was 
established near Cape Louis Napoleon, 
60 miles north of Sabine. On March 3 
my advance party of six sledges, in 
charge of Hensen, left for Conger. 
March 6 started with the main party of 
sixteen sledges, leaving Percy at Payer 
harbor. Conger was reached in twelve 
marches, arriving within an hour or 
two of the advance party. My support- 
ing party of Eskimos, returning from 
Conger, brought down the instruments, 
chronometers and arc#c library. Eight 
marches more took us to Cape Hecla. 

“The north end of Robinson channel 
was all open across to the Greenland 
coast, Inakes of water extending north- 
ward as far as could be seen from Black 
cape and Cape Ransome. From Hecla 
another supporting party returned, 

“April 1 started northward over the 
Polar sea, with Hensen, four Eskimos 
and six sledges. Old floes, covered wita 
snow and intersected with rubble ridges 
and lane of young ice, were - encoun- 
tered from the moment we left the ice 
foot. 

“The same kind of traveling, except 
the lanes of young ice, as found by the 
English expedition -of 1876. 

“After six marches open leads, floes 
in motion were encountered. Two na- 
tives were sent back. AS we advanced 
the floes became smaller, the pressure 
ridges on a grander scale and the open 
leads more frequ®nt. Each day’s march 
was more perilous and our general course 
deflected west by the character of the 
ice. Finally at 84.17 north latitude north- 
west of Hecla, the Polar pack became 
impracticable and further efforts to ad-

“The ice broke up earlier than in 1901, 
and Payer was blockaded almost con- 
tinpously. 

Boring Through the Ice. 

The Windward bored her way through 
the ice and entered the harbor the morn- 
ing of August 5, and got out again 
the same afternoon with scarcely fifteen 
minutes to spare before the harbor was 
closed by the ice, Forcing our way 
across Smith sound my Eskimog with 
their belongings were landed in Inlefield 
gulf. Several days were devoted _ to 
hunting walrus, then’ the -Windward 
Started south, reaching and leaving Cape 
York the afternoon of August 29. 

“Calling at Godhaven, Greenland, and 
Cape Haven, Baffinlanhd, the Windward 
arrived at Chateau bay, Labrador, Sep- 
tember 14, and sent dispatches, The sum- 
mer voyage has been without mishap 
and the Windward with her engines has 
made as good time as the larger and more 
powerful ships that have been. going 
north the last ten years, 

“The year at Payer harbor was passed 
comfortably, though an anxious strain 
caused by the ravages of disease among 
my faithful people was not slight. Food 
was abundant and our supply of musk- 
ox and deer meat continued throughout 
the year. The northern sledge trip in 
the spring was not marked by special 
exposure, suffering or danger more than 
is necessarily incident to serious arctic 
work. 

‘“‘KHquipment and personnel were satis- 
factory and further advance was ve- 
toed by insuperable natural conditions. 
The Windward had on board the instru- 
ments, chronometers and Arctic library 
abandoned by the Greeley expedition 
and numerous specimens of natural his- 
tory, musk-ox, reindeer and walrus 
skins, 

“The skeleton of a two-horned narwhal., 
a@ rare arctic specimen, also living speci- 
mens of musk-ox, walrus, arctic hare 
and Eskimo dog also are on board.

Exodus Is Due To Persecution 
‘by the Government 


Four Thousand Have Left in the 
Last Three Months—The Pro- 
test of the United States 
Is Supported by Great 
Britain. 


London, September 
from Bucharest, Roumania, dated Sun- 
day, September 14, 


fever among the Jews of Roumania still 
contiunues and that within the last three 
months 4,000 Jews have |jeft the country. 

Tonight, the correspondent goes on, a 
party of sw left for Canada and the 
United States and small parties of Jews 
leave the largest towns of the country 
almost daily. Although the reason given 
by the immigrants for leaving it their in- 
ability to obtain work, the Jews steadily 
refuse to take up farm labor. Proof of 
this is found in the fact that within the 
last three years Roumania has paid for 
outside Bulgarian labor sométhing like 
$3,000,000, which might have gone to the 
Jews if they would turn their hands to 
the light jabor of harvesting. 

Bulgarian laborers, the correspondent 
concludes, are well housed and prayer 
fed while working on Roumanian farms. 


Britain Backs the Unjged States. 

Berlin, Sentember 18.—The German for- 
eign office has received.a note from the 
British government inviting some action 
vn the part of the signatories of the 
treaty of Berlin of 1878 regarding Rou- 
mania’s treatment of Jews. The British 
note is shorter than that of the United 
States on the same subject, but it pur- 
sues the same end? KH is assumed here 
that Great Britain knew of the United 
States’ step beforehand and acted in sup- 
port thereof. 

The United States’ action is regarded 
as being quite within her rights, in seek- 
ing assistance of the signatories in pre- 
venting an influx of indigent immigrants, 
which is recognized as a substantial 
grievance. These two notes will result in 
an interchange of views between the pow- 
ers as to what action is feasible. In the 
meantime it is expected that Roumania 
wil} take cognizance of the United States’ 
protest and defend her case upon her 
own initiative before the signatories. 

The foregoing reports the views of the 
German government, but the press, know- 
ing nothing of the British note, seems to 
consider the United States action as 
simply chivalrous and as not likely to re- 
sult in practical measures. 

Milwaukee Jews Thank Hay. 

Milwaukee, Wis., September 18.—The 
coreligionists in “'s city of the persecuted 
Roumanian Jew: eartily approve of the 
protest against the injustice and barbari- 
ty of the Roumanian government which 
has been sent to the powers by Secretary 
of State Hay. 

At a meeting today of the Roumanian 
relief committee of Milwaukee a telegram 
was forwarded to Secretary Hay, reading 
as follows: 

“In behalf of outraged humanity, as 
well as the persecuted Jews of Roumania, 
we hereby extend to you and through you 
to our benign government of our profound 
gratitude for the timely protest conveyed 
by you to other nations against the crue] 
and inhuman treatment wilfu.s.y practiced 
upon the Jews of Roumania by their gov- 
ernment in denying them every oppor- 
tunity of employment whereby to gain an 
honest livelihood.’’ 


CZAR DRINKS TO THE SHAH. 


And the Shah Drinks to the Ruler of 
Russia. 

Kursk, Russia, September 18.—At the 
state banquet given yesterday evening in 
honor of the shah of Persia, the czar 
teasted his guest. He said he was glad 
to be able to personally congratulate the 
shah on his birthday and concluded as 
follows: 

“I drink to the health of your majesty 
and to the glory of our country and de- 
vespment of her relations and friend- 
ship with Russia.’’ 

The shah replied: 

“TI take this God-given opportunity to 
thank your majesty for the kind senti- 
ments and kind, sympathetic and pleas- 
ant welcome which I have received in 
your empire. In the hope that the ties 
uniting the two countries, already so 
firm, will be drawn still closer than they 
have been in the pdst, I drink to the 
heeith of your majesty, their majesties, 
the empresses and your august family, 
to the happiness, glory and long dura- 
tion of your reign and to the prosperity 
of your states.”

Inmates of Virginia Home 
Virtually Disfranchised by 
New Constitution. 


Richmond, Va., September 18—(Special.) 
Veterans in the soldiers’ homes in Vir- 
ginia cannot vote under the new consti- 
tution unless they return to the counties 
from which they came. This is the effect 
of an opinion rendered today by Attorney 
General Anderson, in which such able 
lawyers as Hon. Hil] Carter and Eppa 
Hunton, both members of the recent con- 
stitutional convention, concur.

Says He Is Untrained in Matters 
Educational and Could Not 
Heasonably Expect To Win 
Success—May Be Ten- 
dered Prof. Sloan. 


Columbia, §S. C., September 18.—(Spe- 
qal.)\—Hon. C. A. Woods, of Marion, has 
declined to accept the presidency of the 
South Carolina college, which was recent- 
ly tendered him. This announcement will 
be eceived with regret by the friends of 
th. institution throughout South Caro- 
iviua. A committee from the board of 
_rustees, consisting of Messrs. McMahan 
and MacFarland, went to Marion on 
Tuesday and waited upon Mr. Woods. 
Mr. McMahan returned to the city yes- 
terday, bringing with him a copy of Mr. 
Woods’ declination. In his letter of 
deciination to the governor, Mr. Woods 
says in part: 

‘To the right man, there is no station 
in the state of greater opportunity for 
usefulness, and none where successful 
effort could bring more joy. I have tried 
to think you are right in regarding me 
equal to this opportunity, but then, after 
the most careful consideration of the 
earnest and strong presentation of your 
views by your distinguished committee, I 
cannot bring myself to the conviction 
that I could reasonably expect to win 
success. I am untrained in educational 
matters, and without that insight nd 
acquaintance with the science of edvuca- 
tion requisite for the position. The labor 
of my life has been in another field, and 
I am unable to resist the conclusion that 
to make this change now would be too 
great a peril to the college.”’ 

It is thought likely that Professor 
Sloan, who is now acting president, will 
be asked to continue in that capa¢ity 
throughout the collegiate year. 


JUDGE HANSELL TO RETIRE. 


IS TO PRESIDE OVER HIS LAST 
COURT AT MOULTRIE. 


First Legal Execution in the County 
Occurs on Novem- 
ber 14. 


Moultrie, Ga., September 18.—(Special.)— 
Jucge Hansell adjourned superior court 
today to reconvene on the fifth Monday 
in this month, at which time ne hopes to 
have some other judge to hold for him. 
This is the last court Judge Hansell will 
hold. 

Judge Hfarisell has been on the bench 
almost continuously since 1849. He was 
judge when this circuit comprised prac- 
tically all “of south Georgia, extending 
from Triggs and Laurens county to the 
florida line. He has been on the bench, 
perhaps, longer than any one in the his- 
tory of the country. 

Judge Hansell today sentenced a negro, 
John Henry Bryant, to be hanged onethe 
14th of next November, for having killed 
another negro in this county about four 
months ago. He sent~nced Elbert Bivins, 
another negro, to li yee imprisonment, 
his charge being that of murder. He 
sentenced another negro to five years in 
the penitentiary, his charge being that of 
burglarism. 

There has never been a legal execution 
in this county. Once before a man, W. 
H. Harris, was sentenced to hang, but 
he poisoned himself before the day of 
execution. 

The new court house has been cpom- 
pleted, and court can be held now with 
mucn more comfort than before.

WHISKIES ARE ADVANCING. 


From 10 to 25 Cents a Gallon Added 
to Price. 

Teuisville, Ky., September 18.—There is 
a strong demand for whiskies of 1895, 
1896, 1898, and 1899, and the prices have 
advanced from 10 to 26 cents 
per gallon. These whiskies are closely 
held, and efforts to buy in lots have 
proved unsuccessful. It is impossible to 
find a single round lot on the market of 
whiskies of 1895 and 1896. 

The demand comes from blenders. One 
broker took an order today for a stand- 
ard rye, which he expected to get for 
about 70 cents per gallon. He could 
find only fifteen barrels in the market 
and had to pay 9 cents per gallon, in- 
stead of 70. 

None of the distillers will start to op- 
erating until after January 1, the price 
of old corn being too high.

WORK TO BEGIN IN OCTOBER 


Quarters Have Been Established for 
Officers Detailed for Duty at 
Charleston—Express Rob- 
bery Remains a Mys- 
tery—No Clew. 


Charleston, S. C., September 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Captain Longnecker, United 
States navy, commandant of the navy 
yard, held a consultation today with 
Mayor Smyth and it was decided to have 
all the city and railway property § re- 
moved from Chicora park before Decem- 
ber 1.

Mysterious Express Robbery.

NO RELIEF WILL BE GIVEN 


He Says Majority of Members Oppose 
Repeal of Coinsurance Clause, 
Except on Cotton—Admits 
Situation Is Serious.

Jackson, Miss., September 18.—(Special.) 
Governor Longino broke the silence this 
morning and in a five-page typewritten 
letter declines to call a special session of 
the legislature demanded by the business 
men’s convention, held in this city two 
months ago, and insisted on by the cotton 
men, insurance men and business or- 
ganizations for the purpose of recalling 
the valued polfcy insurance laws, especi- 
f.iy as to cotton. The governor gives as 
nis reason that the majority of the mem- 
bers of the legislature have expressed 
their opposition to a repeal of the law ex- 
cept as to cotton. The insurance com- 
panies decline to accept that amendment 
and demand repea) of the whole valued 
policy law,wherefore there is no use put- 
ting the state to the expense of a special 
session, when it is known in advance no 
relief will be given. ‘The governor admits 
the situation is serious. 


Cotton Seed Oil Mill War. 


The oudtlook is promising for a spirited 
war among the cotton seed oil mills of 
Mississippi and hostilities are likely to 
break out in earnest at any moment. 

The cotton crop is unquestionably 
short, and as a consequence the yield oi 
seed will be much smaller than hereto. 
fore. This fact, coupled with the infiux or 
many new mills during the past year, has 
created a lively competition for seed, and 
the price is steadily advancing. In some 
parts of the stategit has reached the $20 
mark and mill managers expres the fear 
that $22 per ton will be offered before the 
season closes, 

The present prices render it well nigh 
impossible for the mills to operate at a 
profit unles there is a corresponding ad- 
vance in the price of refined products, 
which at present does not seem likely, 
Many of the mills secured advance con- 
tracts for seed at prices ranging trom 
$15 to $17 per ton, and these seeas are now 
being consumed, When the storage houses 
are emptied of contract seed the competi- 
tion will commence in earnest.

Christian Science in Trade. 

A Pennsylvania court, upon full in- 
vestigation, has refused to charter a 
Christian Science church on _ the 
grounds that, first, it is a system of 
healing which cannot be chartered by 
a court under the laws of that state, 
and, second, that it is a scheme of 
trade Which. must be chartered, if at 
all, as other commercial corporations. 

The court did not bother itself much 
about the religious claims-of the 
church. It found that Mrs. Eddy, the 
mother of the cult, requires as a sine 
qua non of membership that every ad- 
herent shall aid in selling her book, 
which costs 50 cents to make, for a 
uniform price of $3, thereby netting 
her 500 per cent profit. It found that 
she also runs a school for doctors of 
Christian Science at $400 for seven 
lessons and has taken in about $1,500,- 
000 from that:source alone, while her 
other tithes and taxes upon the mem- 
bers amount to millions more. 

It is possible that the learned judges 
who passed upon the case are correct 
in their reading of the Pennsylvania 
statutes and that the church, with its 
commercial: attachments, can only be 
incorporated in that state in the regu- 
lar way prescribed for trade compa- 
nies. In that view of the case their 
decision is above captious criticism. 

It does not seem just, however, to 
generalize the whole system of Chris- 
tian Science faith by the terms of this 
Pennsylvania decision. This is not the 
first instance in which churches hav- 
ing for their paramount purpose the 
spiritual welfare of people have also 
resorted to worldly methods of sup: 
port. The whole system of Mormon- 
ism is, practically, a gigantic trade 
trust and the Zion Co-operative Mer- 
cantile Association is one of the most 
successful trade combines on the con- 
tinent. The Salvation Army gains a 
large revenue from a world-wide trade 
in the articles used by its membership. 
The Methodist church, both north and 
south, runs publishing concerns that 
annually bring large revenues to the: 
general funds of the churches. Yet 
none of these commercial ancillaries 
are used as arguments to) inhibit the 
incorporation of their churches in any 
state of the union that we can men- 
tion. 

In a matter like this there ought to 
be fair play. If the Christian Science 
people are simply running a commer- 
cial or medicel enterprise they should 
be so classified and treated, but if they 
are, as we believe most of them are, 
anxiously and honestly affected in a 
religious zeal to better the minds, 
morals and spirits af men and women, 
and their trade affairs are but schemes 
of self-support, then they should not 
be put on harder terms by the laws 
than are the Methodists, Mormons or 


Shakers. 


Devery as a Democratic Burden. 
It is quite to be expected that the 


election of Devery in New York to a 


Tammany district leadership will be 
seized upon, by republican newspapers 
as a text on which to string preach- 
ments against the democratic party.

Sericulture in Georgia. 

Silk can be produced in Georgia. 
The intention of the founders of the 
colony was to make it a silk-producing 
province, and for nearly fifty years the 
people on the colonial farms produced 
mulberry trees and shipped cocoons to 
Europe in large quantities. The first 
seal of the colony had upon it the de- 
vice of silkworms working on cocoons 
and the motto: “Non sibi, sed aliis.”’ 
General Oglethorpe, speaking of the 
industry in Georgia, said: “It must be 
a weak hand indeed that cannot earn 
bread where silkworms and white mul- 
berry trees are so plentiful.” 

It was the coming of cotton and ne- 
gro slaves that dwarfed the silk cul- 
ture of the colony and finally extin- 
guished it. But this is’ the same Geor- 
gia as to soil, climate and possibilities 
as in the primitive days, and what 
Was done successfully then can once 
more be successfully done under bet- 
ter conditions and with surer profit. 

The silk industry has grown enorm- 
ously in late years in the United 
States and we are now sending abroad 
to France, Italy and Japan $50,000,000 
annually for raw silk for use in our 
silk industries. But the department of 
agriculture at Washington has seri- 
ously taken up this subject and is pre- 
paring to foster the education and skill 
necessary to produce raw silk in this 
country and save to our own people 
that $50,000,000 annually. 

Miss Kelly, of Charleston, who spent 
six years in Europe studying every 
detail of sericulture, has been appoint- 
ed to look into the facilities for estab- 
lishing the industry in the Carolinas. 
She is now preparing two monographs 
—one on the culture of the silkworm 
and one on the culture of the mul- 
berry tree—which will shortly be is- 
sued for public distribution. She and 
all the other experts of the depart- 
ment are enthusiastic in the belief 
that Virginia, the Carolinas and Geor- 
gia might easily be encouraged to 
produce all the raw silk needed by the 
factories of this country. 

The work is easy and interesting. 
can be looked after by the women 
and children of the farm, and each 
of them can, with proper diligence and 
skill, raise from $50 to $60 worth of 
cocoons every season. This would 
add a most welcome sum to the fam- 
ily treasuries of thousands of farmers 
in Georgia. 

The subject is one worthy the at- 
tention of our state department of ag- 
riculture. It can readily get in touch 
with the movements being made by 
the national bureau and thus secure 
to our enterprising farmers in Georgia 
some of the first and richest benefits 
of this new and important industry.

THE FRENCH ARMY. 


General Joe Wheeler Thinks It Is 
Very Much Back Number. 
(From The New York Mail and Express.) 
General Jcseph Wheeler came back to- 
day from Europe in the American liner 
Philadelphia. He went abroad to attend 
the French army maneuvers, and is evi- 
dently not impressed with what he saw. 
He says that upward of 50,000 men took 
part in these maneuvers, and that, as a 
result of his observations, he is satisfied 
the French have learned nothing from 
the campaign in South Africa. The army, 
he adds, is modern in only a few ways, 
and is so far behind the times that it is 
criminal to have it In such a condition. 
The army possesses no long-range guns, 
and marches in elose order instead of in 
extended, the more approved system. Be- 
sides, the men are worked and drilled un- 
der the old manual, and are a year be- 
hind the times in the most important drill 

tactics, 

“The maneuvers took place between 
Toulouse and the Pyrenees mountains,” 
remarked General Wheeler. ‘‘The men 
covered a range of 40 miles and went 
about their work at 3 o'clock every morn- 
ing. I had to get up at that hour, too, 
and some days I had to peg as much as 
<0 miles to see all the sights. The soldiers 
inv ariably covered between 30 and 40 
miles each day. It was more leg work 
than—well, some of the soldiers have to 
walk like thunder, [ tell you. It is too 
bad France did not learn a waluable les- 
son from South Africa. But then she did 
not, and that is all there is to it. As 
for drawing a comparison between her 
army and that of any of the other great 
powers, I am too old a man to get into 
hot water. Besides, I went to look around, 
and not to find fault. I am really not 
finding fault when I speak of the back- 
wardness of the French army. I am 
simply stating a fact.’’ 

General Wheeler was accompanied by 
his two daughters. He said he saw Mr. 
Morgan in London, and Mr. Schwab in 
Paris. Yesterday when the Philadelphia 
was some 400 miles from Sandy Hook, 
General Wheeler asked permission to 
climb aloft for 4 feet to the crow’s nest. 
The age of General Wheeler made the 
captain of the ship hesitate, but he final- 
ly nodded his head in the affirmative. The 
general says he had a glorious climb and 
helped to sight passing vessels.

The other is a great 
red and black spot that stands out from 
the gray clearing like an island in the 
green sea. This is the federal prison, 
and I guess the further you put that 
particular institution into the receding 
perspective, the more atractive it is.

“But, after all, on a wet and drizzly 
day these casements frame views that 
are quite as beautiful as those when 
drifting clouds scattered great shadows 
on the sun-lighted landscape. Just no- 
tice how the wet roofs and asphalt 
pavements have the appearance of just 
having been varnished like pictures the 
day before an exhibition. 

“The low hanging smoke adds to the 
haziness of the atmosphere, and some- 
times I think it is the same picture as 
that of the sunshine and shadow, but 
in place of being painted by a realist, 
with all of the attention to detail of a 
Messonier, it is rather the work of an 
impressionist who seeks to produce gen- 
erd! effects.

In 
the United States today the situation is 
bad enough to justify at feast*a quasi- 
revolutionary party proceeding on orderly 
and constitutional lines to reorganize or, 
rather, to rehabilitate the republic. The 
democratic party must become the party 
of the great Ishmaelitic host or degen- 
erate into a mere camp follower of its 
rival, a role it declined to assume six 
years ago.

What is left of organized 
cemocracy in the republic is merly strug- 
giing to get back to first principles anal 
origina] landmark... To make effective 
its propaganda of popular rights, it must 
needs adopt practical modern methods in 
attacKing modern evils. So far as the 
Chicago-Kansas City platform is concern- 
ed, it has nothing to recant. It is only 
looking tor a Joshua. 

AS at present conducted, our govern- 
ment does infinitely less to advance the 
physical and moral well-being of its cit- 
izens than do the most advanced nations 
of Europe. ‘here the subject is at least 
given some altruistic consideration by 
the state, and some measure of govern- 
mental protection against egoisf ec rapac- 
ity. It must be admitted that we could 
adopt some startling innovations and still 
keep within the pale of monarchial pro- 
priety. Our few experiments in munict- 
pa] ownership have. served as a kKinder- 
garten for the higher democracy. States- 
men who extol the beauties of laissez 
faire while handing out subsidies to the 
trusts, may yet be made to learn that 
paternalism has uses of practicai utility 
to universal citizenship hitherto strange- 
ly ignored in these United States. 

At a notable politico-social function held 
not long since in New York, the national 
democracy was exified by an utterance of 
its Profound Oracle. No doubt, the de. 
tached wing of the party in the plutocrat- 
ic told accepted those generalizations and 
insinuations as inspired wisdom, but no 
democrats who voted their party ticket 
in 1896 and 1900 recognized in the pompous 
deliverance a light to their stumbling feet. 
‘They Know the prophet is happily ‘‘stuff- 
ed’’ and on the party’s taxidermic shelf. 
These commercial politicans have not the 
wit to understand that the new democra- 
cy is the inevitable result of evolution 
because of changed conditions. The con- 
ditions that made it possible to elect 
Tilden president are gone forever. That 
cheated result was the sane reaction from 
the Mexicanti:ation of our politics by the 
republican party. ‘lhe people had wearte 
ed of generals in civil leadersMip, and 
of the spoliation of the south. ‘The sub- 
sequent election of Cleveland to two terms 
as president was effected by a revulsion of 
public sentiment on the tariff issue. Thia 
revulsion was as natural as the other, 
The tariff is by no means a dead issue, 
particularly as affecting the trusts, but rt 
has been largely superseded by graver 
issues. Mr. Cleveland was ever smaller 
than his party. With other leaders of the 
conventional type, he was not great 
enough to comprehend the power and 
manifest destiny of democracy. The 
leaders who, by their very lives and af- 
finities, stand for all that democracy 
abominates, are discredited in advance 
when they raise a hollow and hypocritical 
shibboleth of popular rights. Such leader- 
ship has been permanently repudiated. 

Like these whilom leaders, there are a 
handful of very substantial citizens in 
most urban communities who cling to thd 
name without appreciating the basic 
principles of democracy. Every progres- 
sive city of the south has a “‘prosperity-” 
drunk business coterle that have secretly 
apostatized to their traditional .parzy 
enemy. At heart they know themselves to 
he imperialistic expansionists, believers in 
a strong army and navy, winkers at in- 
junctions and bayonets to overawe a 
strixe. protectionists, centralizationists, 
trust apologists, or in a word, republi- 
cans. Knowing the peculiar _ political 
status of these very excellent gentlemen, 
the republican party has relegated the 
negro to a humble seat in the vestibuie 
and will invite lily white recruits in the 
south. The overwhelming local demo- 
cratic sentiment is against the viewpoint 
of these men. Wil] they go to the republi- 
cans? 


Machine politicians and their newspa- 
per organs who imagine ‘‘Bryanism’’ hag 
been ridiculed out of existence, ought to 
make certain that they laugh last. 
‘“Bryanism,’’ under whatever name, has 
given the world whatever measure of civil 
and religious liberty it enjoys today. It 
made England, despite her incongruous 
royal establishment, the greatest consti- 
tutional government on earth. It made 
France a republic and drove feudalism 
out of Germany. The term is only a flipe 
pant epithet for outraged democracy 
about to assert its sovereignty. Mr. 
Bryan made a magnificent fight for the 
people against the allied power of money, 
caste and monopoly. His two defeats 
were moral ‘victories. However large or 
small his mental stature, whether he 
talks too much or not, whatever his mertis 
or defects as a party chieftain, he pos- 
sesses the enthusiasm of sincerity and 
the rare jewel of consistency. The cause 
he stands for has not suffered through his 
personality. Neither it nor he is respon- 
sible for transient reverses brought about 
entirely by artificial -influences. Truth 
is eternal and a “prosperity’’ based 
on falsity can only make our latter 
condition worse than the former. 
“Bryanism” will fulfill its mission in 
America so sure as right will triumph 
over wrong—slowly; it may be, but very 
surely. The pioneer of a noble accom- 
plishment, like the prophet received wita 
stones, generally leaves his bones in the 
wilderness.

Enthusiastic Crowd Heard Him 
~ atlil Hall Last Night 


He Outlined His Views in Regard To

Captain Evan P. Howell addressed a 
large and enthusiastic gathering in the 
council chamber of the city hall lest 
night. His speech was a free and frank 
expression of his views in regard to the 
mayorality race and the issues of the cam- 
@aign, and he did not indulge in personali- 
ties to Any extent. He was followed by 
Sam Small, Colonel B. F. Abbott, Luther 
Rosser and Forrest Adair, all of whom 
made ringing addresses in support of Cap- 
tain Howell. 

Captain Howell replied briefly to Mr, 
Woodward's insinuations in regard to his 

. personal habits and the fact that he was 
@ member of the church. He said that he 
was a member of the church and was 
glad of it. He was not as good as he 
Ought to be, but he pledged himself to 
bring no disgrace on the city. He said he 
advocated a bond issue to Build more 
trunk sewers and increase the capacity of 
the schools. 

Mr. Small referred to Captain Howell's 
record and his work for the vity of At- 
lanta. He refuted the statement that he 
Was not a friend of the working man 
and pointed out where he had on many 
occasions provided work for them.

Crematory Committee Makes Re- 
port to Board, 


Report Is Signed by Only Two Com- 
mitteemen, Mr. Wilson Having 
Resigned—Board Postpones 
Action Until Full 
Meeting Is Held. 


According to the committee of citizens 
appointed by the board of health to in- 
vestigate and make a report upon the 
workings of the crematory the present 
method of destroying tne garbage, night 
soijj and other refuse is entirely satis- 
factory. 


The report/sof‘the committee was sub- | 


mitted to the board of health at a called 
meeting held yesterday afternoon. The 
report was signed by L. 8. Norman and 
H. N. Hurt. Assistant ‘City Engineer W. 
T. B. Wilson resigneg from the commit- 
tee after learning there was opposition 
to his appointment on the pam of the 
west side committee. 

The board of health did not take action 
upon the report yesterday owing to the 
fact that three members were absent, 
The report was received and it is prob- 
able that another meeting will be called 
for the purpose of considering it. An 
executive session was held during which 
Inspector Willis King made a statement 
to the members present. The whole 
matter, however, was put aside until a 
time when all members of the board are 


present. 
The following resolution was adopted 


by the board: 

‘Resolved, That owing to the absence 
of three members of this board, we deem 
it just to those members that we take 
no action on this report and matters 
therewith until a ful] meeting of this 
board can be had, also that the president 
of this board be requested to call a meet- 
ing when a full attendance of this board 
can be at hand.” 

Committee’s Report. 

With the exception of one or two minor 
recommendations the report of the com- 
mittee is entirely favorable to the Lester 
crematory and fully commends the man- 
ner in which the garbage has been cared 
for. 

The report in ful] follows: 

1. We find that all the night soil and garbage 
brought to the erematory is destroyed by in- 
cineration, except the small quantity of sedi- 
ment which accumulates in the bottom of tank 
into which the night soll .s deposited when it 
is brought to the crematory and from whence 
it is dumped into the furrace. This sediment 
was taken from the tank, and the liquid por- 
tion thereof was thrown upon live coals and 
ashes under the furnace, being thus destroyed, 
and the solid portion of the sedimént was de- 
stroyed by being placed in furnace properly. 

2. We find no pipes of any kind leading from 
the night soil raceptable, or tank, to the sewer. 
The only pipe connected .with the night soil 
tank is the 4-inch pipe through which the 
night soil is pumped directly from the tank 
into the furnace. We find no pipe of any kind 
whatever leading from any part of the cre- 
matory to sewer, except the water pipe from 
the smoke filter, which conveys the water used 
in the filtration of the smoke. 

3. We find that an 8-inch pipe had at some 
time connected the sewer with the crema- 
tory, but that same had been disconnected and 
the opening in “the tank connected with said 
pipe had been closed with brick and cement. 
This pipe had been taken up for a distance 
of about 10 feet from the tank. The lower 
end o? this pipe conne:ted with the pipe lead- 
ing from the filter towers, which convey the 
water to the sewer. This was evidently the 
pipe of which you have heretofore had notice, 
and which {t was claimed was connected for 
the purpose of conveying off the sediment from 
the bottom of the night soil tank. 

4. We find that no odors arise from the cre- 
matory except those that attend the transfer- 
ring of night soil from wagons to tank and 
from removing the sediment from the bottom 
of the tank to furnace fires. This, we think, 
ean be easily remedied by the use of a tin 
trough to convey the sediment from the tank 
to the coals and ashes under the furnace 
whenever the pipe leading to the pump be- 
comes choked and it is necessary to use 
same. We would suggest that for a distance 
of about 10 or I8S feet from the main sewer 
that instead of using the terra cotta pipe to 


sewer, that a plank trough be substituted with 


rpected. 

We might further state that we traced the 
rain sewer, which parses the crematory, toa 
its mouth, which empties inte the branch just 
west of the Georgia Electric Light Company's 
power house, near Simpson street. We select- 
ed another :ewer, which Wwe considered passed 
throughe a similar section, and traced that 
to its mouth where it emptied into a branch 
northeast of the School of Technology. After 
inepecting both places we failed to find any 
difference in the appearance, or color, of dis- 
charge from either of these sewe's.

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FRANCHISE GOES 
BACK T0 COUNCIL 


Light Grant Was Amended and Con- 
curred in by Aldermanic Board. 


CHANGES MADE WERE SLIGHT 


Colonel Cox Said That the Men In- 
terested in the Enterprise Would 
Have Troubie in Negotiat- 
ing Bonds on a Short 
Term Basis. 


During the meeting of the aldermanic 
board yesterday afternoon the action of 
council in granting a Short-term fran- 
chise to the Atlanta Electrical Company 
was concurred in after several angend- 
ments had been offered and adopted, 

These amendments will be sufficient to 
send the paper back to council for con- 
sideration. The franchise, therefore. 
will not be finally acted upon until Oc- 
toLer 6, when council meets again ia 
regular session. 

One of the changes made in the paper 
was to-harmonize dates for paying the 
percentage tax. It was found, after read- 
ing over the franchise, that there was an 
inconsistency in one of the sections, and 
the mistake was rectified. An. amend- 
ment by Alderman Welch gave the new 
company avthority to acquire a system 
of conduits from any other company in 
the event the necessary permit was se- 
cured from the city. 

It was suggested that the company 
might secure the right to use the pres- 
ent conduits of the Standard Telephone 
Company, and ‘the franchise, as: it now 
stands, leaves no obstacle in the way of 
such a plan. 

Colonel Cox Speaks. 

Albert Cox, attorney for the 
Electric Company, and Preston 
president of the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company. both 
made speeches during the meeting. 

Mr. Cox explained that it would be 
necessary for him to communicate with 
the other gentlemen interested in the 
engerprise before he would be able to 
state definitely whether or not the fran- 
chise for twenty-one years could be 
accepted. Personally, he said, he had 
no great objection to the time limit, but 
he felt sure there would be considerable 
trouble negctiating bonds on anything 
less than a thirty-year basis. 

He explained that the local men inter- 
ested in the enterprise had already ex- 
pended much money preparing to latmch 
the venture and they meant business. 
He did not think the company should 
be restricted as to streets, but ought to 
be allowed to select those where it con- 
sidered it could secure business. 

Mr. Arkwright reiterated his former 
statement that the only interest his com- 
rany had in the matter was to see that 
it was not discriminated against. 

The board spent considerable time 
considering the franchise, and when it 
was disposed of the routine business was 
transacted with dispatch. The board 
voted to settle an assessment bill 
against Trinity church on payment of 
$10. Alderman Welch opposed concur- 
ring, and insisted upon going on record 
as voting against the paper. 


COMMITTEE DID NOT MEET. 


Absence of Major W. W. Grayson 
Caused Postponement Until 
Next Tuesday. 

Owing to the absence of Major Grayson, 
the military committee which was to 
have met yesterday morning for the pur- 
pose of revising the military law of the 
state adjourned to meet again next Tues- 
day, when he is expected to be present.

, Mrs, Snider yesterday filed her answer 
to the petition for the writ of habeas 
corpus, in which she claims that she -is 
@ holding the two young girls legally, and 
also charges that Peoples is an unfit per- 
son to care for them The indications are 
that the two bright and ‘pretty children 
will be the center of a hotly contested 
legal battle, and the outcome will be 
watched with interest. Both the father 
and aunt will wage a strong fight. 

The children over whom two of their 
relatives have gone to law are Sallie May 
Peoples, aged 11 years, and Flora Lee 
Peoples, 7 years of age. The wife of 
Peoples .died .several years ago and he 
claims that he then left the girls with 
Mrs; Snider temporarily. He states that 
he has married a second time and has 
demanded the children, but that Mrs. 
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Snider refuses to part with them. He as-. 


serts that he has contributed to their 
support and has never relinquished 
parental control over them. He con- 
tends that the children are being held 
by their aunt illegally and he seeks by 
writ of habeas corpus to force Mrs, 
Snider to give them-to him. 
Mrs. Snider’s Answer. 

Mrs. Peoples and Mrs, Snider were sis- 
ters and the latter claims in her answer 
that Mrs, Peoples, on her deathbed, gave 
her the children and that she promised 
her sister she would take them and be'a 
mother to. them as long as she lived. She 
states that Peoples also told her she 
should have the children as long as she 
lived and that he would not undertake to 
exercise any control over them, She states 
further that Peoples moved his furniture 
to her house and lived there for about 
ten months. 

Mrs. Snider denies that the father con- 
tributed to the support of the children 
after she took possession of them, ex- 
cept a few articles that she says would 
not amount to more than $5. She states 
that the children have been in her care 
for more than three years.

WEST SIDE FOLK 
HEAR CANDIDATES 


Meeting Was Held Last Night in the 
Fifth Ward. 


ALDERMAN WOODWARD SPOKE 


Reviewed His Official Career and 
Told What He Would Do if 
Elected—H. L. Collier Also 
Spoke — Will Meet 
Again Monday. 


Some forty or more citizens of the fifth 
ward attended a meeting at the corner of 
Lambert and Simpson streets last evening 
for the consideration of the extension of 
the Proctor street sewer, the building of 
bridges, the paving of streets and other 
improvements, 

Alderman Woodward, who is a candi- 
date for mayor, was the first speaker to 
address the meeting. In the course of 
his talk he reviewed the work which he 
had accomplished while holding public 
positions, and promised that if again 
elected to the office of the city’s chief ex- 
ecutive he would continue to work for 
the city in the future as he had done in 
the past. 

In connection with what he had ac- 
complished Alderman Woodward ‘spoke 
of the part he took in bringing the fed- 
eral prison to this city, of the prominent 
part he played in securing the Carnegie 
library, of the Whitehall street viaduct, 
the comfort building in the Oakland 
cemetery and the firm establishment of 
an invaluable city sinking fund. 

He again referred to Kis own eligibility 
and said that it was fully provided for 
by the city charter. In referring to his 
Opponents, he used many of the argu- 
ments that he has used since the cam- 
paign first opened. 

When Alderman Woodward finished 
speaking, H. L. Collier, commissioner of 
public works, reviewed the work he 
has accomplished in the office and the 
part he had played in bettering the first 
and fifth wards. He said in reference to 
the crematory: ‘Scientifically, I do not 


r believe in incineration of night soil. Let 


the sewers be carried a sufficient dis- 
limits and erect 
septic tanks. No sewers should empty 
into the branches.”’ 

A letter was read from Captain Evan 
P. Howell, stating his regret at being un- 
able to be present, but that he was pre- 
vented by a previous engagement to 
speak in the second ward. In the letter 
he extended a cordial invitation to the 
members of the organization to attend a 
meeting at Eubanks’ hall on Peters 
street this (Friday) evening when he had 
arranged to address citizens of the first 
ward, at which time all those present 
would hear the expression of his views 
on matters affecting the interests of the 
west side. He also stated that he meant 
to address the citizens of the fifth ward 
at some convenient place in the near fu- 
ture. 

The next speaker was J. W. Lambert, 
one of the most important members of 
the ward, who strongly advised the 
strengthening and perfecting of ward or- 
ganization for ward improvements. He 
especially advocated the carrying of the 
Proctor street sewer beyond the city 
limits and referred to the crematory, but 
stated that it was a secondary consid- 
eration so far as other and more needed 
improvements were concerned. 

Alfred Kahlsein followed Mr. Lambert 
and spoke along the same general lines. 

M. T. Lambert presided as chairman of 
the meeting, and W. J. McGee acted as 
secretary. 

The west side citizens adjourned to 
meet again Monday night in a hall on 
Marietta street.

CAUSED AN EARLY DECLINE 


‘Made Tremendous Headway in After- 
noon and Closed 3 to 8 Points 
Higher—Money Still Stiff. 
Trading in Stocks 
Apathetic. 


New York, September 18.—The cotton mar- 
ket opened steady with prices unchanged to 
*S points lower, this being an indifferent re- 
sponse to weak cables and failure of the 
predicted cold wave to reach the western 
belt. In fact, the latter factor appeared to 
be totally unfounded, for the early weather 
chart gave mild temperatures pretty much 
over the entire western portion of the United 
States. Scattered showers were reported in 
the central and eaetern portion of the coun- 
try, said by private telegrame to be favora- 
bie to the late crop.. After a lengthy period 
of wavering the whole market rallied toward 
midday and in the early afternoon gained 
tremendous upward headway on a bad scare 
of prominent Philadelphia, southern and for- 
eizn shorts. The bull leaders made the 
most of this stampede and rushed January 
up to 8.80, other options following at their 
normal differences. The commission houses 
and room jiongs sold out in the first hour in 
expectation of a slump jater on, which new 
ventures could be made tv advantage. Spec- 
ulation in a feverish way was very active 
and general. The Liverpool market was weak 
and irregular ali day, closing at about bot- 
tom. Bellef that a stampede of the shorts 
there will occur tomorrow  cau@ed iocai 
*raders near the close to take the bull side. 
Predictions for large export clearances tn the 
near future and much stronger conditions in 
southern spot markets were more than an 
offset to heavy receipts at the ports anl 
interior towns. The market at the close wae 
‘gleady, with prices net 3 to 8 points higher. 
Total sales estimated at 650,vu00 to /750,- 
OGO bales, the bulk of which were January 
contracts. 


Weview of New Orleans Market. 


New Orleans, September 18.—The spot cot- 
ton market wkas quiet and a shade easier 
today. t the opening the offerings were 
rather ecant, owing to the comparatively free 
movement of the past two days, but fresh 
lists were tabled during the forenoon anid 
buyers soon found ample stocks uncovered 
from which to make selections. The demand 
was fair, but buyers, influenced by the aftti- 
tude of Liverpool, where a moderate weak- 
ness developed, were inclined to underbid yves- 
terday’s prices and generally refused to treat 
tor the purchase of suitable lists except upon 
the basis of slight concessions. To this fac- 
tors did not willingly agree, and for a time 
held out for board figures. They finally gave 
ground to some extent and a few trades were 
made at approximately 1-l6c below yester- 
day’s officially quoted Sales 3,700 
bales, including 2,400 quotations 
unchanged.

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THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, September !8.—The stock market 
maintained its undertone of strength today, 
but the trading was extremely apathetic out- 
eide a spotty assortment of stocks, whose 
strength helped to sustain the general list. 
The money merket was quieter, but rates were 
still stiff. Loans were left undisturbed, how- 
ever, and no pressure was forced. The level 
of prices, therefore, was not disturbed ex- 
cept as the sympathetic influence of the strong 
stocks helped to harden the market. The 
Gould group was the most conspicuous. Re- 
ports of a plan were current with color of 
official sanction for an. exchange of St. Loufe 
Southwestern preferred for a Missourt Pacific 
bond. This was interpreted by a speculative 
contingent as a forerunner of the long ex- 
pected Gould consolidation plan. Missouri Pa- 
cific came into the movement late in the day 
and took the leadership of the whole -market. 
The return to New York of President Gould 
from a tour of inspection served to stimulate 
the movement. Rock Island made a much 
larger gain on a small volume of dealings 
The advance was based upon the decision of 
the Iowa state authorities that the Rock Is- 
land reorganization plan is not in contraven- 
tion of the Iowa law. There was activity and 
strength in the curb market in contracts for 
the new Rock Ieland securities. The stocks 
of the independent steel companies were strong 
as a rule, because of the reports of the ex- 
traordinary pressure of orders for all grades 
of iron and steel products and a degree of 
activity in production which is limited only 
by the available supply of material. The 
.reezing weather in the northwest wae ignored 
until the weakness in the corn and wheat 
markets developed, which helped to stiffen 
stocks. The comparative heaviness of some 
of the southern railroads may have been due 
to the persistent unfavorable reports from 
the cotton crop. The money outlook con- 
tinued the principal topic of diecussion in the 
financial district. There was no radical change 
in the situation today. An additional en- 
gagement of $500,000 Australian gold was an- 
nounced to arrive several weeks hence. The 
banks continued to lose money to the sub- 
treasury, notwithstanding the disbursement by 
that fnetitution on account of October gov- 
ernment interest, the customs collections and 
the deposits for transfer to the interior serv- 
ing to more than offset the interest pDay- 
ments.

the Illiad of her woes under: reconstruc- 
tion and the negro constitution of 1868, 
and thrilled the popular heart with vis- 
ions of Georgia guided by her own loyal 
sons upon the highway of the new con- 
stitution. He spoke for two _ glorious, 
brilliant hours, and closed without say- 
ing a word about Atlanta! 

“When we returned that evening the 
committee was in evidence at the Kim- 
ball house to glorify the old man elo- 
quent. Captain English seized me and 
said: ‘Did he whoop it up for us all 
right?’ ‘Not a whoop!’ said I, and what 
the captain said then I will not repeat 
here and now! (Laughter.) 

“But Captain Howell was equal to tne 
sad occasion. He smiled one of those 
foxy smiles sometimes peculiar to him, 
and said to his mournful colleagues: ‘You 
gentlemen go on home and be easy—lI'll 
fix him .’ He went up and tackled 
the old general at the supper table, saw 
that he got plenty to eat and topped it 
with XKX Hennesey, and then went to 
the general's room with him. The cap- 
tain. cajoled, and joked, and complimented 
the &rand old man and then began to ply 
him with oyr Atlanta capital arguments. 
I sat by taking notes of all that was said, 
and of the genéral’s assent to the cap- 
tain’s statements. When he ~~ 3 
in all the points, I slipped out,/ — 
‘The Constitution office and begu 
I had been reporting General ~ 
throughout the convention, and knew all 
his peculiar expressions and phrases. [ 
worked everything in that I knew the 
people: would recognize as Toombsisms. 
After a little the captain had General 
Toombs sleering like a babe, and came up 
to help:revise the work. We finished up 
a letter, a column and a half long, ad- 
dressed ‘To the People of Georgia,’ ad- 
vocating the selection of Atlanta for the 
capital city, and signed ‘it ‘Robert 
Toombs.’ 

‘“‘Next morning we were both out early. 
Captain Howel said we had better get 
onto the general first and see whether 
he would throw us down by repudiating 
the letter. We went to the Kimball and 
caught General Toombs coming dowt 
from breekfast, with The’ Constitution in 
his hand. I was dead uneasy, and I’m 
sure the captain was wobbling at the 
knees. Captain Howell greeted the old 
statesman rleasantly, and the latter sald: 
‘Say, Evan, that was a d—d good letter 
I wrote for you last night. I have just 
read it over, and it will fix the capital 
for you all right!’ (Laughter and cheers.) 

“And it did fix it all right! We won 
by a great majority, and I say here 
and now that no other man on the con- 
tinent could have worked that scheme 
and gotten the Toombs pull on the state 
capital to bring it to Atlanta! (Cheefrs.) 

“You all know the reccrds of these 
three men. @ne of them  has_ been 
mayor, and you know how ‘you got it 
back. The other has been consul at 
Amsterdam or Rotterdam or some other 
foreign dam, and he has been elected 
to several offices in the city. He has 
got something now that he can chew 
plenty of juice out of for some time.”’ 

Colonel Abbott Speaks. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Small’s speech 
Colonel B. Y. Abbott made a brief talk, 
in which he advocated Captain Howell's 
H€ spoke of the work he 
had done for Atlanta in securing the 
capital and other public enterprises. He 
said the present campaign was a busi- 
ness proposition, and a man of business 
ability should be elected. 

“I indorse E. P. Howell because I 
think he is the best man for the place. 
I think he will administer the affairs of 
the city better than any other man.” 

Luther Rosser spoke next. He suid 
there was no need for him to speak, as 
every one Knew how he stood. 

“I think Captain Howell is the best 
man for mayor. I think he is better 
than my friend Johnson, and I think he 
is better than Jim Woodward.”’ 

Forrest Adair was called upon and 
said he would be induced to vote for 
Captain Howell if he had never heard 
of him before, after having heard his 
speech. He said that during the dark 
Gays of reconstruction he took his life 
in his hands as solicitor when he con- 
victed such men as Wiley Redding and 
other desperadoes. He said that Cap- 
tain Howell stood today as he did then 
—afraid of no-one. His record, he said, 
had been one of fearlessness and fidel- 
ity.

OF FAITHFUL NEGRO 


Big Bethel church on Auburr avenue 
was crowded to the doors yesterday af- 
ternoon by those who attended the 
funeral services held over the body of 
Richard J. Henry, colored, who died at 
his home, 169 Markham street, early 
Wednesday morning. 

It is doubtful if the funeral of any man 
in Atlanta, whether white or black, ever 
attracted any more attention than did 
that of the man who for the past thirty 
years had been the valet of Major Liv- 
ingston Mims. 

Hundreds of white people occupied seats 
within the church, and about the coffin 
were piled many large and handsome 
ficral offerings from those who § had 
known the aged negro as a faithful, hon- 
est man. Mayor Mims spoke feelingly 
of the dead, and eulogized the man who 
had served him so well and faithfully 
during a long term of years, 

Rey. H. H. Proctor also delivered. a 
talk in which he extolled the good qual- 
ities of the departed. Among those who 
took part in the service were Revs. W. 
H. Hurd, Cc. W. Newton, Willfam Finch 
and Bishop Gdines. 

The local officers of the New York Life 
Insurance Compiny sent a very hand- 
some floral offering, as did the mayor, 
Judge Tompkins, Thomas Peters and a 
number of other prominent people who 
had known Henry for a long time. 

As porter for the insurance company, 
the aged negro had deposited every dol- 
lar of the millions that had been re- 
ceived by the company during the last 
thirty years. 

No member of his race enjoyed the re- 
spect of more white people, prominent 
alike in the business and social world, 


than he.

GAS EXPLOSION 


CAUSE OF SUIT 


Dave Richardson Sues Gas 
and Telephone Companies 


for $10,000, 


ALLEGES HE WAS INJURED; 
NEGLIGENCE IS CHARGED 


John Churn Sues Furman Farm Im- 
provement Company for $2,000, 
Claiming He Was Badly 
Burned in a Shaft.

As a result of one of the several gas 
explosions in* manholes last Saturday 
night a week ago Dave Richardson yes- 
terday brought suit against the Atlanta 
Gas Light Company and the Southern 
Bell Telephone and Telegraph Company 
for $10,000 damages. 

Richardson is suing for personal in- 
juries claimed to Wave been received at 
the time of the explosion in the manhole 
at the corner of Decatur and Pryor 
streets. It is alleged that a flying missile 
knocked him insensible and otherwise 
badly injured him. The plaintiff charges 
negligence to the companies and holds 
both responsible for the accident and his 
injuries. 

The petition alleges that the explosions 
were caused by the negligent construc- 
tion of the telephone conduits in refer- 
ence to gas pipes and mains. It is charged 
that in some places the conduits have 
been constructed under and over and 
against the gas pipes and mains, in some 
instances placing weight on them and in 
others undermining, which, in the settling 
of the mains and pipes, caused them to 
get out of joint or sag and spring leaks. 

It is claimed that gas would escape 
from these leaks and flow into the con- 
duits. It is alleged that one of the gas 
pipes ran through the conduit at the cor- 
ner of Decatur and Pryor streets and thiut 
the pipe was worn and defective. At- 
torney John W. Cox filed the suit. 


Churn Sues for $20,000. 

Alleging that he was badly burned and 
almost lost his life in a pit of fire, John 
Churn yesterdav instituted suit against 
the Furman Farm Improvement Company 
for $20,000 damages. 

Churn claims that he was injured while 

working in a shaft at the company’s 
plant. The accident described in the peta- 
tion was of a peculiar nature. It is al- 
leged that some refuse matter was ignited 
from a flambeau, which in a moment 
rendered the shaft a raging flame and 
that the plaintiff was burned before he 
could make his escape, 
The petition states that Churn was or- 
dered into the shaft, in which the bone 
mill is located, to clean out the trash and 
that the boss hung a flambeau:in the shaft 
to illuminate it. 1t is claimed that as 
Churn threw out a shovel full of trash 
some of it fell back on the flambeau and 
became ignited. It is alleged that the 
whole shatt then became a raging flame, 
The plaintiff alleges that his health was 
permanently injured as a result of tha 
accident. The suit was filed by Attorney 
John W. Cox,

And even if the stock of all 
small holders coukd be bought up no one 
believes that the Georgia would part with 
its interest in either road. 

Railroad mergers are now so much the 
order of the day that,any rumor report- 
ing the combination of two roads finds 
ready belief. However the railroad men 
of Atlanta say that there is very little 
probability of the Morgan interests get- 
ting the West Point Route at any time 
in the near future.

He Makes a Statement in Which He 
Says the Time Was Too Short 
for Him To Make Person- 
al Canvass Through- 
out the State. 


Judge William R. Hammond, of At- 
lanta, is no longer in the race for the un- 
expired term of Judge Hal T. Lewis, who 
recently resigned from the supreme 
bench. 

In. making his announcement of his re- 
tirement Judge Hammond states that he 
found the bar of the state largely com- 
mitted to Judge Candler, owing to the fact 
that he had been longer in the race, and 
he did not think it just to himself to stay 
in the race with this important factor 
pledged to another candidate. He states 
also that he had to carry on his canvass 
entirely by letter and that the fact that 
he could not see the voters face to face 
hampered him greatly. 

Judge Hammond its one of the most 
prominent lawyers at the bar of Georgia 
and has many friends who hoped to ste 
him .giected. He has held a number of 
prominent positions and’was at one time 
judge of the superior court at Atlanta. 

Gives His Reasons. 

In retiring from the race Judge Ham- 
mond has tne following to say: 

“Il have been in the race for over two 
weeks and have had opportunity to tind 
out something about it. 4 have had many 
hearty and generous responses from ail 
sections of the state. 1 have reason (to 
believe I could have been elected, but 
found that great numbers of my triends 
had become commitied before they Knew 
k would be a candidate. Thus hampered, 
I do not feel that 1 can, in justice to 
my self, continue longer in the race. 

“The time was too short for a popular 
canvass. I had to carry on my canvass by 
letter and the people jike to see a candi- 
date face to face. I think the bar of the 
state should exert a large influence and l 
found them committed, very largely, to 
Judge Candler. I think their opinion is 
entitled to the highest respect. I retire 
from the race with the utmost good feel- 
ing. I woula esteem it a high honor to 
be permitted to serve my people on the 
supreme bench, but feel that the honor 
and dignity of the bench will be fully. pre- 
served in the choice the people will make 
at the polls.’’ 

There are now three candidates in: the 
race for the supreme bench—Judge John 
S. Candler, Judge R. B. Russell and Judge 
John D. Ross. Julian Williamson, of 
Forsyth, is also snoken of as a candidate, 
but as yet he has made no formal an- 
nouncement of the fact. 


DAVID HALL DIED YESTERDAY 


Death Occurred at His Home in This 
City Yesterday Morning. 


PROMINENT PASSENGER MAN 


Was Traveling Passenger Agent for 
Georgia Southern and Florida 
Railroad—Funeral Today. 


David G. Hall, traveling passenger 
agent for the Georgia Southern and Flor- 
ida railroad, and one of the most popular 
of Atlanta railroad men, died from 
hemorrhage of the brain yesterday morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock at his late residence, 456 
Washington street. 

Mr. Hall had been sick for two weeks, 
but few of his friends knew that he was 
in danger. The news of his death was a 
great surprise even to those who knew, 
him best. Mr. Hall was’one of the best 
known passenger men in Atlanta and his 
death is universally deplored. 

At the time of his death Mr. Hall was 
43.years of age. He was born in Atlante 
and had spent almost his entire Ife in 
this city. He began his raflroad service 
with the Central of Georgia railway, 
being first assistant city ticket agent and 
afterwards city ticket agent for that line 
in Atlanta. Fof a number of vears he 
traveled for the old East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia while Colonel B. 
W. Wrenn was general passenger agent 
of that tine. After the consolidation of 
the Esat Tennessee into the Southern 
system, Mr. Hall went with the Georgia 
Southern and Florida as traveling pas- 
senger agent. 

Mr. H.ll was known ‘throughout the 
country, as he was for a number of years 
an enthusiastic member of the American 
Association of Traveling Passenger 
Agents. It was his intention to attend 
the session of the. association, which is 
now on in Quebec, but he was taken sick 
the day the party from Atlanta was 
to leave. 

No raijJroad man in Atlanta had more 
sincere friends among his associates than 
“Dave” Hall,.as he was familiarly 
Kkrown. Mr. Hall is survived by his 
wife and daughter, two brothers and one 
sister.
